To an Associated Press reporter the
senator ha given fqr the first time

the validity of the GearyMcCreary

act and explicitly declares that the
Ohinese government does not object to
its enforcement This is a substan-
tial

gain because the Supreme Court
sustained the validity of the Geary law
by a mere majority and one of the
justices whose vote determined the
case has died so that all recognize the
uncertainty of a second presentation
to that tribunalThe provision whereby the United
States agrees furnish annually to
China the names of Americans residing
there is in fact a guarantee by the
Chinese empire that Americans will
be disturbed While the phinese gov-

ernment

is not friendly to American
residents the effect of the provision is
that it is made liable pecuniarily or
otherwise for injuries to our people
there

As to the criticism against the privi ¬

lege of Chinese laborers having a wife
child or parent in the United States
property or debt he said The pro ¬

MeCreary act that they may remain
